. New - Situation 

When ‘announcement was first made 
that’ the Japancse-United. States 
treaty would be denounced, It re- 
sulted in widespread speculation as‘to 
the possible economic and politicat 
consequences. 

However, new and more ‘specta- 
cular developments, principally the 
Japanese-German-Itallan mutual as- 
sistance pact, recently have eclipsed 
the treaty abrogation. 

Prior to Tokyo's agreement with 
Rome aud Berlin, there had. been 
some discussion regarding the 
possible negotiation of a new com- 
mercial accord between this country 
and Japan.

WAR INDUSTRIES 
_IN US. GROW 


America’s | war industries are growing rapidly and their’ rate 
of increase is: understood to be partly caused by war stimulated 


activities, 


A. significant feature of rising industrial operations is the 
expanding payrolls which are reported to be increasing more 


rapidly than the numbers of the workers, with most of the differ- 


ence. between .them coming into 
the war in Europe. 

The present war industries are’ 
considered by the U,.S. depart- 
ment .of ‘Labour’ as including 


; shipbuilding, aircraft, machine }. 


tools, engine production, alumi- 
num and losives, These six 
industries,":tiowever, -are not 
given. alone to the production of 
war materials, and it is believed. 
that for the ‘present perhaps 
they are not in the‘ aggregate 
even predominantly war indus- 


tries. 

At: the begining of 1938 the aver- 
age pay per worker in the United 
States was estimated at $28.19 per 
week, while ‘In July of this year it 
had increased to $36.08,: or an 
advance of néarly 30 per cent, The 
employment-of_largor—proportions-of- 
skilled workers and the payments 
for overtime work are believed to 
have accounted ‘partly for the in- 
crease in payrolls. . 


Number Of Workers 

‘The ,.total number. of workers, 
however, are reported not. as large. 
During July of this year shipbulld- 
ing was understood to have employed 
about 93,000. workers and aircraft 
production a little more than 77,000. 
Machine tool making had some 66,400 
workers, or nearly os mony as alre 
craft production. In the making .of 
engines, ‘including acro-engines, ‘there 
were about 63,700 employed and in 
aluminum manufacturing 27,800. 
The explosives industry employed 
only 7,000.. 

What is regarded os on astonish- 
ing fuct Is that the rates of Increase 
in the volume of employment in these 
war industries do not, appear to have 
been much accelerated either by the 
actual outbreak ‘of war in Europe, or 
by the initiation. of.America's . own 
preparedness programme. 

It wag noted that from January to 
July of Jast year, before war began, 
employment in these war industries 
increased. 21 per cent, while from 
January through July’ of 1940 It-in- 


creased by 26 -per ‘cent. ~ 


On the other’ hand, the payrolls 
have moved up more rapidly, -hay- 
Ing Iincrensed by 22 per cent’ dur- 
ing January through July of last year 
and by 29 per cent during. the same 
Perlod of 1940.
